WASHINGTON (UPI)—Elated by America’s sec- 
ond astronaut flight, President John F. Kennedy Fri- 
day signed legislation authorizing him to speed U.S. 
efforts to beat Russia in landing a man on the moon. 


But he said success still was a 
long way off. 

The President acted shortly 
after he phoned congratulations to 
astronaut Virgil I. Grissom

LONDON (‘(UPT) — America’s 
prestige in Europe soared along 
with astronaut Virgil Grissom Fri- 
day and rocket experts meeting 
in The Hague broke into cheers 
at the news of his successful 
flight. 

British, German, French and 
Dutch scientists at the meeting, 
sponsored by NATO, slapped their 
American colleagues on the back 
and crowded around to pump 
their hands. 


From the Atlantic to the Urals, 
Europeans and Americans in 
Europe huddled around radio sets 
to listen to live pickups of the 
historic flight. 


BEAM LIVE REPORTS 


The British Broadcasting Cor- 
poration (BBC), the American 
Forces Network, the Voice of 
America, Radio Liberty and Ra- 
dio Free Europe all teamed up to 
broadcast reports of the flight 
live from Cape Canaveral. 


A Spanish announcer on the 
government-controlled radio had 
broken into the end of a news 
broadcast with the jubilant an- 
nouncement. He _ reported that 
this was America’s second suc- 
cessful manned flight and that 
Russia has only made one. 


Reaction in Great Britain 
seemed more reserved. “‘We are 
very pleased with the success of 
the flight,” said Reginald Las- 
scelles, assistant to Sir Bernard 
Lovell at the giant Jodrell Bank 
Radio-Telescope. ‘“This proves the 
reliability of the Redstone 
rocket.”

U.S. to Fly 
20.000 
Out of Cuba 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
U.S. government announced Fri- 
day night it will sponsor a free 
airlift for more than 20,000 Cubans 
wanting to come to the United 
States. 


The State department said that, 
starting Saturday, Pan American 
World Airways will step up its 
flights to Havana tenfold in order 
to bring in the waiting Cubans at 
the rate of 1,000 a day. 


The U.S. government expects to 
| Pay some $350,000 out of its emer- 
gency foreign aid fund to finance 
the mass airlift. The White House 
has approved the action. 


The State department said the 
step is being taken because the 


Cubans have been unable to pay 


‘in American dollars for the flight 


to Miami. Instead, they have had 
only Cuban pesos — unusable to 
pay their fares on such flights.

His Safe 
Looted, 
Says Sheriff 


Reddish Puts 
Loss at $15,000 


JESUP (#—Wayne County Sher- 
iff John C. Reddish told the Sa- 
vannah Evening Press Friday 
that his office safe has been 
robbed of “better than $15,000.” 


Reddish said the money appar- 
ently was stolen by someone who 
had a key to the safe and to the 
office. 


He said he figured the thief was 
an “‘ex-employe” of the sheriff's 
department for “‘I have accounted 
for all of my employes.”’ 


The sheriff said the money was 
stolen on the night of July 7, the 
day after $35,000 was reported 
taken from the trunk of an auto 
in Jesup. 


He said he had been ‘“‘trying to 
keep it quiet because I think |! 
know who's responsible.”’ 


The Georgia Bureau of Investi- 
gation is investigating the theft. 


Reddish satd that some of the 
money was his own. (He didn’t 
know how much), some was from 
‘incomplete bonds,’’ some from 
bad checks his office had col- 
lected, and some from ‘“‘bonds 
from other countries.” 


The sheriff explained that ‘‘in- 
complete bonds’ were, for ex- 
ample, those posted by motorists 
from out of state in traffic viola- 
tion cases and held until the 
motorists came to trial. 


Reddish said that the safe from 
which the money was_ stolen 
“‘wasn’t much of a safe.”’ He said 
it was a tin box inside a tin 
cabinet. 


DOOR LEFT OPEN 


Reddish’s chief deputy discov- 
ered the absence of the money 
Saturday, July 8, said the sheriff. 
He had put about $1,200 in the 
safe the day before and discov- 
ered the theft when he went to 
get it. 

The sheriff quoted the deputy 
as saying he believed that when 
the office was closed July 7 the 
door on the cabinet containing the 
safe was left open. 


Regardless, Reddish said, the 
inside door was ooviously opened 
with a key. 


Cash totaling $35,000 was re- 
moved from the trunk of a car 
on July 6, the GBI reported earlier 
this week. It was being taken to 
a realty office in the selling of a 
farm when it disappeared. Who- 
ever stole it also was believed to 
have a key—to the car trunk.

A ‘RATTLESNAKE’ THEN 


Several weeks ago Kemper at- 
tacked Nelson in a speech at 
Athens, calling him a “rattle- 
snake” and a “‘sadist.”’ 


During the interview, Kemper 
got a telephone call that turned 
out to be from Rep. Marvin Moate 
of Hancock County, who was 
House speaker during the Griffin 
administration. 


Talking loudly so newsmen 
could hear his end of the tele- 
phone conversation, Kemper in- 
dicated that he was talking to a 
legislator and something was be- 
ing said about ‘‘abolishing adver- 
tising.”’ 

TALKED WITH REP. MOATE 

Newsmen present in Kemper’s 
office guessed that it was Moate. 
Kemper wouldn’t say for the rec- 
ord that he was talking to Moate, 
but Moate later confirmed it. 


Asked if he were considering 


legislation to tax newspaper ad-| 
vertising, Moate said: | 


“Several of us (legislators) | 
have been thinking about it. It’ 
hasn’t been worked out yet.” 


Dressed in a colorful sports 
shirt, Kemper rolled several cig- 
arets during his talk with Nelson 
and another Constitution reporter. 
He stormed at the outset that Nel- 
son is “the only reporter in my 
30 years experience who had de- 
liberately misquoted me, and 
you've done it time after time.”

Nelson firmly denied Kemper’s 
charges.

To List of Priorities 


Many, many things in the state de- 
pend upon whether Georgia has a “good 
year” financially. State government espe- 
cially is looking to its ledgers to deter- 
mine whether it can activate certain 
authorized programs during the months 
ahead. 

One of these, of course, is to finance 
loans for tax reappraisals by counties. 
These, repayable, would be an invest- 
ment in strengthening local and state 
governments. No single action the state 
could take would mean more in future 
fiscal health of local communities and in 
shoring up their economies than in pro- 
moting a fair and realistic tax structure. 
The funds somehow must be found. 

Also in the “iffy” category is imple- 
mentation of the automobile title law 
which the General Assembly finally 
passed after years of delay. Georgia, one 
of nine states which has no effective reg- 
istration law, has paid the penalty for not 
having it in auto thefts and easy sales of 
stolen and mortgaged autos. 

The title law goes into effect next 
March 1 but there is no appropriation to 
put it into operation. It is estimated that 
$280,000 would be required, which the 
governor thinks is too high. If the figure 
can be shaved, let it be, but let’s also 
make a determined effort to get this law 
into operation.

Birth Control Issue 


WASHINGTON—In his news conference this 
week, President Kennedy spoke with extreme 


caution about two questions on which the Roman ™ —_ 
Catholic Church has strong views. The first question was whether he 
would help other countries control their population if they asked for 
such help. He did not answer the question directly, but merely said 
that the question of controling or not controling population was a de- 
cision each country had to make for itself. 


Similarly, he avoided the direct 
question of the ‘‘religious issue’’ in 
the school bill controversy. He 
said he wanted his bill passed and 
this would not provide aid to 
parochial schools, but he ignored 
the fact that this legislation is 
being. blocked at least partially 
if not primarily by opposition 
from leaders and members of his 
own church. In fact, he implied 
that it was in trouble primarily 
because of political opposition in 
the Republican Party rather than 
the opposition of his church. 

Now, an argument can be made 
for both answers at this par- 
ticular time. The president is 
preoccupied with the Berlin prob- 
lem. He is trying to arouse and 
unify the nation for the serious 
test of will with the Communist 
world over the whole German 
question. But the education of the 
people and the control of world 
population are vital to the secur- 
ity of the nation. 

Part of the reason why the 
President’s foreign aid plan is in 


trouble right now is that the start- 
ling rise in population in the ur 
derdeveloped countries tends to 
wipe out the gains made by the 
vast outlays of American aid. In- 
dian Prime Minister Nehru has 
said, ‘‘Our five-year plans have 
no meaning if the population 
grows at a rate one can never 
catch up with.” 

The United States is now em- 
barking on a large new plan of 
economic aid to Latin America, 
but here again the whole policy 
is placed in jeopardy before it 
starts by the population problem. 

Yet the President is saying 
that (1) vast outlays of aid to 
Latin America are essential, but 
(2) what happens to the popula- 
tion of Latin America is none of 
our business. 

This raises a fundamental ques- 
tion: How can they control their 
economies or raise the standard 
of living of all their people, if 
they do not control their popula- 
tions?

eral courts. The net of two recent decisions is this: A worker has a 
“vested right”’ in a job he has held for a period of years. It does 
not end with the termination of a current contract, even though his 
union may cease to be the bargaining unit. And if an employer re- 
moves his place of business, he must rehire there ‘‘on the basis of 


seniority those employes laid off’ 

Federal District Judge Fred W. 
Kaess in Detroit affirmed and ex- 
panded a decision by the Second 
Circuit Court of Appeals. In nat- 
ural consequence, the United Au- 
tomobile Workers, the union in- 
volved in the Kaess decision, is 
considering litigation to force at 
least three Detroit companies to 
transport workers with seniority 
status to new plants the companies 
are establishing in the South. The 
two cases on which the UAW re- 
lies involved the Elmhurst, N.Y.., 
unit of the Glidden Co. and that 
of the Gemmer Manufacturing Co. 
at Detroit. 

Glidden had a Teamsters’ Union 
contract with these provisions: 
In event of production curtailment 
layoffs would be made in the re- 
verse order of seniority. 

By September, ‘1957, the com- 
pany had moved to Bethlehem, 
Pa., where’ it offered jobs to five 
employes with 10 to 25 years 
seniority status, but as new jobs 
without seniority. The five sued 


during the period of removal. 


for damages for violation of con- 
tract, which the district federal 
court dismissed. 

The Second Circuit reversed 
this, 2 to 1. It held that the five 
employes had acquired by their 
continuous service ‘‘vested rights”’ 
the company could not unilaterally 
deny. 

Gemmer plans to move soon to 
Lebanon, Tenn., which has pro- 
vided a new plant on a 20-year 
lease financed by a local bond 
issue, on condition that the work- 
ers would be recruited from area 
residents. And Gemmer, which 
employs about 700 UAW mem- 
bers, declined to offer transfers 
to Lebanon except for a few sal- 
aried and supervisory personnel. 
A bargaining UAW committee 
sued on behalf of employes whom, 
it contended, had acquired by 
seniority a ‘‘vested right” to the 
jobs and transfer to Lebanon. 

Judge Kaess sustained the con- 
tention.

2. Self determination for all 
people must cease being an im- 
mediate foreign policy objective 
in those instances where # is 
in direct conflict with the best 
interests of the United States and 
its Allies.

I believe most of us know pretty 
well how we should act in most 
situations. Too often our pretended 
ignorance is a cover-up for an 
unwillingness to respond as we 
know we should. We would rather 
debate than obey. In this and in 
all situat‘ons, the Christian is left 
with his and her own conscience. 
No one can finally tell another 
what he ought to do. 

These are good days to face 
our discipleship and to find out 
whether our actions flow from our 
faith or from outside social pres- 
sures. Love and forgiveness are 
the cardinal points in Christian 
Obedience.

The Bryant Plan 


Mr. P. W. Bryant, the revered Alabama philan- 
thropist, recently unveiled a football plan which should 
gain faculty acclaim on campuses from Ohio State to 
Johns Hopkins. 


In an age of astronauts, educators in general are prone to 
kick college football. The sport does not have mass approval of 
the men who teach the players when they aren't being coached. 


Mere mention of an expanded foot- 
ball program draws a chorus of pro- 
tests from the Halls of Ivy, and since 
Sputnik, you even hear the tune in 
Dixieland, Oklahoma and South Bend. 
Overemphasis, they shout in unison. 
Let’s tear down the goal posts per- 
manently. 


Now Bryant, as progressive in his 
field as Robert Hutchins was in his, 
has stepped forward with a proposal 
packed with appeal for underpaid and 
overprivileged profs. 


Presidents of touchdown clubs 
and institutions who seldom agree 
on the value of the sport are 
likely to endorse the Bryant plan. 


But, as we say in the chemistry 
lab, you must analyze it. The proposal 
is basically simple and not entirely 
new. Learned coaches such as Forest Evashevski and Joe Kuharich 
have made similar pitches in the past. But they did not employ 
the rider that the far-sighted-Bryant attached to the bill presented 
last week in Birmingham to Mr. Benny Marshall of the Birming- 
ham News. 


—Spring Football a la Fall 


Bryant wants to introduce football to the spring agenda 
of college sports. Outside the hallowed Halls of Ivy, of course, 
football is practiced in the spring. But football is not played. 
Bryant proposes to play games and sell tickets a la fall. 


On the surface you would surmise that educators would 
violently oppose expansion of a sport they are trying to abolish. 
But there’s depth in the Bryant plan. In fact, the professors, 
once they have digested it, are apt to be as enthusiastic as fans. 


“I guarantee you if we played Auburn in Birmingham, Ole 
Miss in Tuscaloosa and Kentucky in Lexington, we'd all get 
$300,000 apiece,” said Bryant, citing Alabama as an example. 


And you can imagine what they’d say about this at Yale, 
Harvard and Sewanee. So, they’re already exploiting students 
for money. That’s the trouble with the game, educators ordi- 
narily would reason, it’s tarnished with professionalism. And 
now, here’s a man who wants to play around the calendar. 


Okay, so the vote at this stage would be unanimously against 
the Bryant plan. But if the profs will hear the Bear out, they are 
likely to vote the football ticket. 


“There would be money for raising faculty salaries, 
up a new engineering building or an auditorium,” 
out. 


putting 
Bryant pointed 
“Lots of colleges need a lot of money. Here’s a way.” 


—More Play and Less Work for Players 


You can bet that the faculty will buy that salary bit. And 
there would be, as the Bear said, money for raising faculty 
salaries. Perhaps, if the educators are as philanthropic as Coach 
Bryant, they would follow the lead of the athletic department 
and put the loot to work for education. Science scholarships . 
three hundred grand for science scholarships . . . now that’s an 
idea. 


Seriously, the Bryant plan is orchestrated with too much 
logic to be sanctioned by the collegiate palatines. 


**You wouldn’t be extending football work,” Bryant observed. 
“Everybody down this way has spring practice, anyway.” 


And indeed they do. And, as any player at Alabama and else- | 
where will vow, playing games is far more fun than attending | 


practice. The players themselves, seldom consulted about the 
football program, would unanimously endorse the Bryant plan. 


Spring practice is sheer drudgery. Players despise it, for 
there is no game to soothe the grind. Two games with arch-rivals, 
one at the half-way mark, the other at the end of practice, would 
afford players incentive, supply fans entertainment and provide 
loot for worthy causes. 


Players would devote no more time to football than they do 
right now. But they’d have a lot more fun, and the colleges would 
have additional funds.

Professor Bortell decided to 
give up the tennis reins one year before he retires from the

“I'm both the oldest and the 
youngest member of the Theater 
Under the Stars cast.’ Looking 
pert and saucy in a hat she 
designed herself, Ginger Prince 
laughingly made this seemingly 
paradoxical statement. 


In explanation it seems that 
Ginger is the oldest cast mem- 
ber in the number of sum- 
mers she has been with the 
group. This is her fifth sum 
mer. But agewise, 19-year-old 
Ginger is the youngest in the 
cat. 

And this vivacious brunette 
is holding down a brand-new 
job as dance captain this sum- 
mer. Though all Broadway 
shows have them, a_ dance 
captain is a new experiment for 
Theater Under the Stars, Ginger 
explained

Ginger must follow Corry as he 
composes dances, memorizing 
the steps. She then transposes 
them into words and records 
them in a master notebook con- 
taining all dances in the show. 


Each dance must be diagram- 
med also. ‘“‘Even intricate arm 
movements must be. diagram- 
med."’ Ginger explained. ‘Just 
one dance may involve as many 
as 12 pages of diagrams.” 


“Rut my job isn't as hard as 
tt may sound,”’ Ginger added. 
The music just seems to sug- 
gest the steps. It's easy to re- 
member them that way.” 


Ginger must teach the dances 
to other members of the chorus. 
“My job is really a time saver 
for Mr. Corry,”’ Ginger said. 
“Every show that we are doing 
this year we have done before. 
If the dance steps had been 
written cut and diagrammed, 
Mr. Corry’s work would be 
much lighter now.”’ 


A student at Stephens College 
last year, Ginger plans to en- 
ter the University of Georgia 
this fall. She is* majoring in 
English and drama.

“E have big dreams for the 
future,"’ Ginger said. “I plan 
to study acting in New York. 
Then I hope to get parts danc- 
ing and acting in musical com- 
edy—that’'s my first love.” 


Ginger was only 13 when she 
played her first roles in Theater 
Under the Stars. She appeared 
in ‘‘Annie Get Your Gun” ang 
“Showboat"’ during the sum- 
mer of 1954.

Worked To Win Trip 


Bob Stem, Atlanta business- 
man, has never forgotten his 
Scout leader. 


Back in 1947, Scoutmaster 
Thomas W. Bingham Jr. helped 
pave the way for Stem, who is 
now a manufacturer’s represen- 
tative, to attend the Boy Scout 
World Jamboree. Bingham was 
influential in getting a Sunday 
school class at St. Mark’s Meth- 
odist Church to pay the young 
Scout's expenses to the Jam- 
boree that was held in France 
that year. 


Fourteen years later, Stem is 
getting a chance to return the 
favor. When Billy Bingham, 
son of Scoutmaster Bingham 
who is now deceased, became 
an Eagle scout shortly before 
his thirteenth birthday, Stem 
offered him a challenge. He 
promised to raise the money to 
send Billy to the 1961 World 
Jamboree if he would earn one 
Paim every 6 months between 
then and the time for the 
Jamboree. ‘Scouts receive 
Palms for every additional 5 
merit badges they earn beyond 
the rank of Eagle.) 


BARGAIN 


Billy, who is now 14, lived up 
to his part of the bargain. He 
now holds the Silver Palm, 
which signifies that he has 
earned 15 merit badges past 
Eagle. Now Stem is keeping 
his word. With the assistance 
of Harry Hadaway, who was 
also a member of Bingham’s 
Scout troop, finanical help was 
secured from a local Lions 
Club. The remainder of the 
money has now been raised. 


Thursday Billy left for the 
Jamboree, which will be held 
in Israel this year. Hundreds 
of boys will pitch camp on the 
side of Mount Carmel for the 
4-day conclave. 


The Jamboree, designed to 
promote world brotherhood, 
will feature scouting skills, con- 
tests and presentations by pa- 
trols from all countries repre- 
sented at the Jamboree. 


A LOT OF TRADING 


“There is also certain to be 
a lot of trading going on,”’ said 
Billy, shortly before he left. 
“Scouts trade such things as 
patches and neckerchiefs.” 


Billy was to join the 82 other 
delegates from the United States 
in Newark, N.J. for a_ brief 
pre-Jamboree training session 
before the group boards its 
chartered plane for Israel. The 
Scouts will visit Tiberius and 
Herzlia before going to the Jam- 
boree. | 


After the Jamboree, the trip 
will be only half over for 
Scouts from the United States.

First stop will be Jerusalem. 
From there the group will go 
to Tel Aviv for 4 days.

The group will 
then make stops of several days 
in Rome, Paris and London. 
The Scouts are scheduled to 
return to New York on Aug.
